Arson cause of Pine Forge Academy blaze

Fire officials said an early 
Tuesday morning blaze which 
destroyed a large, two-story 
building on the Fine Forge 
Academy campus in Douglass 
(Berks) Township, was caused 
by arson. 
The fire gutted an L-shaped 
building which houses a student 
cafeteria on the first floor, and 
summer living quarters on the 
second. 
State Police Fire Marshal 
Edward Gleason, Reading 
b arracks, said he found 
evidence that a large amount of 
diesel fuel was spread around in 
the inside of the building, and 
that a trail was poured 135 feet 
from the building. 
Gleason said someone ignited 
the fuel trail, and the flames set 
the interior of the building on 
fire.Assistant Principal Paul 
Jones, said a damage estimate 
would not be available until the 
insurance company could in­ 
spect the damage. 
Fire officials, however, said 
the 30-year-old building was 
“completely destroyed” and 
said damages could be con­ 
servatively estimated at more 
than $100,000. 
The call for the fire came in at 
1:35 a.m. When the first West 
End Fire Co. truck arrived on

Three' alternatives to housing 
the 540 students currently 
enrolled at Lower Pottsgrove 
Elementary School during 
renovations of that structure 
were discussed in detail 
Tuesday night by the Pottsgrove 
Board of School Directors. 
Joseph Roberts, superin­ 
tendent, and Dr. Alvin Coleman, 
assistant superintendent, said 
preliminary explorations have 
been completed of the choices 
available for the 1077-78 school 
year, when the entire building 
will be closed for renovations 
and expansion. 
The first possibility is for the 
elementary students to share 
facilities at the district’s In­ 
termediate School in a split 
session. 
The second option is for the 
district to negotiate for the 
rental of Arlan's Department 
store, converting that facility to 
an elementary school. 
The third alternative is ren­ 
ting the former Pottstown 
Elementary School, Penn and 
Walnut Streets, now closed. 
Each of the three proposals, 
b e c a u s e of m a k e s h i f t 
arrangements, has its disad­ 
vantages, and the board did not 
indicate a preference after 
hearing the explanations from 
the administration. 
However, several directors 
suggested that based on cost 
factors alone, the rental of {he 
Arlan’s facility should be ruled 
out.Dr. Coleman explained that he 
r e c e n t l y v i s i t e d the 
Downingtown Junior High 
School, the only facility in 
eastern Pennsylvania currently 


operating on a split-shift 
schedule while construction is 
underway at a junior high. 
He noted that Pottsgrove's 
problems would be greater 
because elementary students 
would make use of an in­ 
termediate facility, possibly in 
the afternoon, while in­ 
termediate students used it in 
the morning. 
Difficulties would focus on 
d ifferen ces in furniture 
requirements for various age- 
groups, mixups in faculty 
schedules and transportation, 
especially for after-hour sports, 
differences in equipment used. 


The only factor that would 
make this alternative work. Dr. 
Coleman said, is knowing the 
quality of the people involved at 
both schools, who would “rise to 
the occasion,” since the 
emergency measure is only for 
one year. 
The second alternative, 
renting Arlan's, would require 
the district to invest an 
estimated $10,000 in washrooms 
and another $15,000 in creating 
proper entrances and exits to 
meet Department of Labor and 
Industry standards, not to 
mention room dividers and

the scene minutes later, the 
building was fully engulfed in 
flames, and the roof had already 
fallen into the interior of the 
building. 
“ I was very surprised to find

the roof caved in when we 
arrived.” said Fire Chief 
Delmar Egolf. “We were on the 
scene very quickly, yet we found 
the entire building in flames. I 
can’t explain why it burned so 
fast.” 


More than 75 volunteers from 
six area fire departments fought 
the blaze for almost four hours 
before getting the fire under 
c o n tro l. The v o lu n teers 
remained at the scene until 6 
a.m ., wetting down debris. 
At 11 a.m., the West End Fire 
Co. was called back to ex­ 
tinguish the fire, which had 
flared up again. 
Firemen were hampered 
during the early morning hours 
by a lack of water and cold 
temperature's. 
“We had several tankers up 


there, there are no hydrants in 
that area so we were forced to 
depend on our own water sup­ 
ply," Egolf said. ‘‘We had 
tankers running down to the 
Mana tawny Creek, about a mile 
away, fill up the tanks and 
return. 
“ We discovered a large 
swimming pool on the academy 
grounds near the fire,” he 
continued. ‘‘We emptied it of 
water which we used to fight the 
fife.”

Dana reduces work 
week to three days 


Pottsgrove directors seek 
temporary school location

Dana Corp. decided Tuesday 
to reduce its work week again 
after the four-day week failed to 
dike the rise of inventories. 
The 1,300 United Auto 
Workers, most of whom are 
partly reimbursed for the lost 
work, took their first mandatory 
day off last Friday. But 
management determined that it 
“ wasn’t relieving anything.” 
“We still have a serious 
p r © b le m , ” said R o be ft 
Arquette, director of industrial 
relations. “By no means are we 
out of the woods yet.” 
The company has attributed 
its fiscal difficulties to the 
recent UAW strike in Chicago. 
Orders from Ford Motor Co., 
Dana’s largest customer, were 
cancelled when truck production 
petered out during the strike. 
Dana supplies Ford and 
several other makers of trucks 
with drive shafts and universal 
joints. 
Stocks of supplies began rising 
and Dana decided Oct 29 to lop a 
day off the work week as an 
alternative to layoffs. 
Dana’s last major layoff came 


In February 1975 when more 
than 200 persons lost their jobs 
as a result of sagging business. 
But in September of this year, 
Dana hired more than 100 men 
to meet the demands of the new 
economic picture. 
“We’re going along with the 
company's suggestion on this 
thing,” said Alfred Panfile, vice 
president of Local 644 of the 
UAW at Dana. "I really don’t 
know what the heck else we can 
do. ”Most of the union members 
are grateful, Panfile said, that 
they are able to keep their jobs. 
The slowdown is widely believed 
to be only temporary. 
Panfile said the company and 
the union were cooperating in 
the abbreviated hours on a 
“week to week basis at least up 
to Thanksgiving. ” 
Since Dana and the UAW are 
negotiating a labor eoatract 
which expires Dec. 5. there were 
rumors that the work drought 
was a bargaining strategy. But 
union and company officials 
strongly discounted the reports. 
Had Dana not launched the 
four-day innovation, the com­ 
pany would have been “faced 


with a severe* layoff,” Arquette 
said. The level of inventories 
and the status of orders remains 
unchanged. 
"It’s not getting any better, 
but it’s not getting any worse. 
We’re just holding on and 
holding on,” Arquette said. 
Under Tuesday's plans, 
workers will be off Friday and 
then again Monday. Official 
notice will come from the 
workers’ supervisor, to we ver. 
No plans exist now for future 
cutbacks unless business drops 
off more sharply. In that case 
the company could possibly 
consider a complete shutdown, 
Arquette said. “Anything is 
possible.” He added, however, 
the possibility of such a measure 
is remote. 
Under the workers' em­ 
ployment contract, about 80 to 85 
per cent of the regular wages 
are being paid during days not 
worked. An estimated 100 
production employes do not 
have enough seniority to qualify 
for the supplemental unem­ 
ployment benefits. They may, 
however, sign for compensation 
from the state, said Panfile. 
False arrest insurance policy 
becomes 'increasingly popular' 


An official of the Fraternal 
Order of Police in Chicago, 
which offers false arrest in­ 
surance to policemen, said 
Tuesday the special coverage is 
becoming increasingly popular 
with municipalities because 
they can no longer afford to pay 
the legal costs of their 
patrolmen. 
“ The m alpractice suits 
against doctors have brought 
into focus the fact that a citizen 
can sue almost anybody," said 
Gary Arnold, adminstrator for 
the FOP’s insurance program. 
Moreover, the false arrest 
actions ha ve become so com mon 
that most insurance com a pañíes 
selling the protection have 
dropped out of the field because 
of heavy losses. There are, 
however, general liability in­ 
surers and specialty firms, in 
addition to the FOP, that con­ 
tinue to sell the insurance for 
rates ranging from about $58 to 
1200' per man per' year. 


The issue was raised last week 
when the first two false arrest 
suits against Pottstown 
patrolmen were filed in the 
same week. At that time, Ronald 
Reynier, solicitor, advised 
council to pay legal fees for the 
policeman since they were not 
insured. 
An ordinance adopting that 
suggestion was unanimously 
approved by council Monday 
night. 
Council's action was based on 
the opinion that there were no 
companies writing the false 
arrest insurance. 
In the mean time it was 
learned that many area 
municipalities insure their 
policemen against false arrest. 
But despite the widespread 
existence of such policies in The 
Mercury’s area, Reynier said 
Tuesday it would to illegal for 
Pottstown to purchase the 
coverage for its force. 
The proposal to cover Pott­ 


stown patrolman was first 
tendered several years ago by 
the policemen themselves who 
bargained for it in a labor 
contract and lost. 
Reynier said a court ruling 
forbids boroughs, and possibly 
townships, from purchasing the 
insurance. Royersford was one 
locality that said this week they 
have the coverage. Phoenixville 
has granted false arrest in­ 
surance to its policemen in a 
tentative labor accord. 
But if the police force does not 
have its own special coverage, 
then there Is the chance the 
insurance it does have will not 
to payable, Reynier said. 
Most general liability policies, 
which many area municipalities 
hold, do not pay in false arrest 
cases filed under the Civil 
Rights Act, Reynier said. Only 
false arrest actions filed in 
the state courts are applicable. 
North Coventry, for example, 
provides blanket coverage to

For many years now, Basco has 
run a safe and efficient airport 
operation, offering Pottstown area 
residents charter service to hundreds 
of cities and flight instructions up 
through instrument and commercial 
ratings. 
Recently, however, he has been 
faced 
with 
internal 
problem s 
stemming from his confessed ad­ 
ministrative irregularities in han­ 
dling veteran’s training benefits and 
airport records. For his misdeeds he 
has borne public censure and paid 
personal fines to the government of 
$35,000. 
It may or may not be time for a 
change. 
In April, Borough Council, citing a 
need to have more control over 
Pottstown Municipal Airport, decided 
to purchase the buildings from Basco. 
The Borough has always owned the 
airport land, but Basco presently 
owns all the buildings. 
Once 
acquisition 
of 
B asco’s 
buildings by the Borough is complete, 
Council will be able to focus purely on 
the question of whom should operate 
the municipal facility.

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Jack Anderson 
Jimmy Carter's game plan 


WASHINGTON - We’ve 
checked with sources close to 
Jimmy Carter to find out what to 
expect after he takes over the 
White House. 
They say he’ll Rive urgent 
priority to developing new 
energy sources, Me is worried 
about our dependence on 
overseas oil. He is also nervous 
about nuclear energy. He’s 
afraid of radioactive leakage. 
He’ll put immediate em­ 
phasis, therefore, on coal 
production. But for the long 
term, he will develop solar 
energy, shale oil, hydrogen 
power and other energy 
possibilities. 
As President, Carter will also 
press for tax reforms next year. 
We talked to House Ways and 
Means Chairman At Ullman, 
who is in charge of writing tax 
legislation. He said he’ll move at 
once to strip the corporations of 


their special tax privileges. 
Our sources say Carter is also 
determined to cut military 
spending. He believes this can 
be done without impairing 
America's power. He will most 
likely cut back B-l bombers, 
flying command posts and the 
Defense Intelligence Agency. 
Another of Carter’s top 
priorities is governm ent 
reorganization. This may not 
turn out to be as easy as he had 
hoped. Some private studies by 
the Brookings Institution in­ 
dicate that the President's 
authority to restructure the 
executive branch may have 
expired. This could mean a 
battle on Capitol Hill Just to get 
his authority back. 
Carter won't find Congress 
easy to manage. Their common 
D em ocratic bond won’t 
necessarily unite them. For 
example, he won’t have House 


Speaker Carl Albert and Senate 
leader Mike Mansfield. They 
have been pleasant, placid 
leaders who would rather ac­ 
commodate than fight. 
Their places are likely to be 
taken by Rep. Thomas "Tip" 
O'Neill in the House and Sen, 
Robert Byrd in the Senate. 
They’ll be more difficult to get 
along with. Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, a power in the Senate, 
also told us that he intends to 
bring pressure on Carter to 
consider Humphrey's views, 
On the House side, Rep. Mo 
Udall, who gave Carter a close 
race in the presidential 
primaries, told us the same 
thing, lid ail said he'll pressure 
Carter to break up the Big Oil 
companies and other 
conglomerates. As Udall put it, 
"I'm going to use all the in­ 
fluence I have in the Carter 
Administration.” 


Our sources say that Carter jij: 
won’t forget his debt to the 
blacks who voted so heavily for 
him. He’ll definitely appoint 
blacks to his cabinet. 


PLAIN JERRY: President 
Ford will exit the White House 
as unaffected by power as the 
day he entered it. A good 
illustration is the day his dog 
made a mess on the Executive 
Mansion floor.

$3 billion owed

PE denies responsibility for presence of chemical in river

A Philadelphia Electric Co. 
spokesman said Tuesday his 
company is in no way respon* 
si ble for the presence of the 
chemical 
PCB 
in 
Schuylkill 
River fish. 
Ron 
Harper, 
public 
in­ 
form a tion 
spokesm an, 
ex­ 
plained the company's, system 
does 
not 
include 
any 
tran­ 
sformers using PCBs. A smaller 
apparatus, capacitors, are used 
and 
do 
contain 
the 
fluid 
chemical, 
but 
the 
disposal 
methods prevent any seepage 
into the river. 
“Our procedure for disposing 
of the PCBs meets the guidelines 
set up by EPA (Environmental 


Protection 
Agency),” Harper 
said, “and there has been no 
dumping or disposal from our 
system 
in 
the 
Schuylkill 
Valley.” 


The 
Department 
of 
En­ 
vironmental Resources (DER) 
released a statement Monday 
showing levels of the chemical 
as high as 7.5 parts per million 
present in Schuylkill samples of 
carp, eel and catfish. 


Above five parts per million, 
PCBs may cause skin lesions, 
partial 
blindness 
and 
liver 
ailments, DER said. 
According 
to 
the 
DER 
s t a t e m e n t , 
PCB 
is 
not 
manufactured in Pennsylvania. 
The chemical is used in making 


carbon paper and as a fluid in 
certain types of electrical ap­ 
paratus. 
Philadelphia Electric Co. was 
one 
of several 
state 
utility 
companies questioned by DER 
as to how they dispose of their 
transform ers. 
Daniel Bourke, Pennsylvania 
Fish 
Commission 
technician 
working in the southeastern 
region, 
explained 
the 
com­ 
mission was asked to collect the 
fish samples for the DER study 
in early summer. 
“ I don’t think DER is sure yet 
what this means,’’ Bourke said. 
“ They’re not really positive of 
the effect PCBs can have.” 
The reason for the study, 
according to Bourke, was not a 


particular incidence or scare. 
High levels of PCBs were found 
in 
oth er 
rivers, 
and 
the 
Schuylkill was investigated as a 
curiosity measure. 
Although DER has advised 
persons 
along 
the 
river 
in 
Reading, 
Douglass ville 
and 
Philadelphia where the highest 
levels were found, to curtail 
fishing, Bourke said the find will 
probably not affect any fish 
commission projects. 


The goal of building ladders 
for 
shad to travel up the 
Schuylkill should not be altered. 
Bourke 
said, 
because 
shad 
m igrate 
to 
reproduce. 
The 
marine species would not in the 
Schuylkill to be affected. 


Montgomery County deputy 
waterways patrolman for the 
fish 
com m ission. 
Paul 
R. 
Hallman, Royersford, said all 
local programs are being cur­ 
tailed until he learns more about 
the state department's findings. 
H allm an 
said 
the 
DER 
statem ent came as a surprise to 
him. 
“ My 
phone 
has 
been 
ringing off the wall with people 
asking questions,’' Hallman said 
Tuesday, “ and all 1 can do is 
refer them to Harrisburg, to the 
DER state office.” 
“ Things were going real good 
along the Schuylkill," Hallman 
said. “ We had a lot of people 
catching bass and the muskie 
( m u s k e l l u n g e ) 
s t o c k i n g 
program was working out well.” 


Hallman 
said 
preliminary 
reports 
Indicate 
the 
PCBs 
should not harm the muskies 
because they do not live nearly

never exchanged a word. If the 
gym divider was open a crack 
too far, the girls giggled, and 
boys

ignored 
the 
feminine stares. 
That was in the bygone days of 
high school physical education 
classes. Those days did not go by 
too long ago, but in just a few 
years, changes toward sexual 
equality have allowed girls to 
play Little League baseball and 
high school contact sports. 
Now, a federal mandate is 
requiring high school physical 
education classes to open up the 
stiff dividers. At Pottsgrove 
High School, which is the area’s 
first 
to 
i mpl e me nt 
the 
programming, girls are lear­ 
ning wrestling. Guys are taking 
up yoga. 
The 
Pottsgrove 
program , 
explained 
by 
Mrs. 
Jackie 
Flamm, district chairman for 
health and physical education, is 
fully elective. Students choose 
subjects they wish to participate 
in, from a list of seasonal 
choices. Included are both team 
and individual sports. 
Three teachers, 
male 
and 
fema le, lead the classes in their 
various activities. In wrestling, 
for example, the girls and boys 
are taught in one class. 
However, Mrs. Flamm added, 
sexes are separated for practice 
drills. 
To 
prevent 
any 
un­ 
necessary injury, girls do not 
wrestle with boys. 
The elective program, which 
began last year in the 11th and 
12th grades, will be expanded 
next year to include 10th grade. 
The ninth grade program will 
keep its required offerings, Mrs. 
Flamm said, as an introduction 
to the various sports and skills 
available. 
Mrs. Flamm explained the 
new program was designed to 
conform with Title Nine, an 
educational amendment passed 
by Congress in 1972, and signed 
in its final version by President 
Ford last year. 
The amendment states that no 
person shall be excluded from 
participation in 
a 
federally- 
assisted program on the basis of 
sex. 
The interpretation at Pott­ 
sgrove allows girls 
to par­ 
ticipate in traditionally male 
sports, which were not before 
open to them in gym classes. 
During the fall, students may 
choose between 
team sports, 
archery and tennis for a six- 
session (three weeks) unit. At 
the end of that, they choose from 
the same alternatives for a 
second unit. 
In team sports, the group will 
deckle if they want to play 
football, soccer, speedball or all 
three. The repeating of the unit 
forces the student to choose at 
least one individual sport. 
“ We emphasise these because 


of the carryover value,” said 
Mrs. Flamm. 
In the winter, students choose 
between 
gymnastics 
and 
tumbling, 
trampoline 
and 
weight room or wrestling for the 
first unit. The second session 
choices are basketball, fitness 
training and wall-ball, ping pong 
and F rit bee, yoga or skooter 
games. The student picks two 
options from the list, repeating 
one after the other, for this unit. 
A month of volleyball, and two 
weeks of square dancing are the 
only absolute requirements in 
the 
program.

is that it is so popular, most 
students

The 
reason for the square' dance 
requirement is that the Penn­ 
s y l v a n i a 
Department 
of 
Education says everyone should 
have some activity coordinated 
with music. 
The Pottsgrove department 
requires it, because dance is not 
popular among the students and 
few would elect it if left to their 
own desires. 
Outdoor 
activities 
in 
the 
spring include a long list of team, 
and individual sports, including 
street hockey, track and field, 
lacrosse, softball and golf. The 
students pick two, and par­ 
ticipate in both consecutively. 


Mrs. Flamm said Pottsgrove 
is the only high school in the 
area to have implemented an 
elective program for physical 
education. “It’s very difficult to 
do 
unless 
you 
make 
some 
scheduling 
provisions," 
she 
said. “ What allowed us to do it 
here was that we have three 
teachers.” 
Besides the required physical 
education, the high school offers 
a five-period per week program 
for the student who wishes to 
specialize more. 


For example, during archery, 
the student may get some hunter 
safety 
and 
conservation 
in­ 
struction 
along 
with

practice. 
Few problems have turned up 
with the new program. 
“The level of participation has 
increased so much,” said Mrs. 
Flamm. “We can’t be sure 
whether what we’re seeing is the

He also said a 
screen put in use at the Moscow 
legation helps cut down the 
microwave inflow, which was 
first reported last winter. 
Stoessel was interviewed by 
The Associated Press Monday at

m aintained for American en­ 
voys to Bonn, Stoessel, whose 
duties also include being senior 
U.S. official for Berlin, was on a 
three-day visit here after taking 
over his Bonn post on Oct. 20. 
“ We 
c e r ta in ly 
h ave

microwave problem,” Stoessel 
said. “ It’s still going on. The 
level is lower. I do not not think 
there is any danger to health. 
We would like to see it stopped ” 
Asked II his departure from 
Moscow to take up his new post 
last month was a result of his 
own health being affected by the

flow, 
S toessel 
replied, “ No. No, I was told to 
come here. I serve at the wish of 
the President.” 
He added that the Russians 
have not admitted that they

Stoessel, a 56-year-old career 
diplom at, is rated both as an 
expert 
on 
Soviet 
and 
East 
European 
affairs

specialist in the strategic arms 
limitation talks (SALT) with the 
Soviets that have been stalled 
for some time. 
Before going to Moscow in 


1974 Stoessel was ambassador to 
Poland and was instrumental in 
m a k i n g 
c o n t a c t 
w i t h 
representatives of the Peking 
government before the warming 
in U.S.-Chinese relations. 
He 
served two earlier term s in 
Moscow, as a consular officer in 
1947 and as mlnistcr-counscllor 
in 1963-65. 
He said he expected no basic 
policy 
changes 
concerning 
American relations with West 
Germany, or with Europe and 
the 
Atlantic 
Alliance, 
when 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
takes office. 
While agreeing that Henry 
Kissinger has had 
a 
strong 
personal impact on U. S. policy 
in his tenure as secretary of 
state, 
Stoessel 
said 
that 
as 
Kissinger himself has stated, 
“ Foreign policy is based on a 
nation’s interests and not on 
personalities...” 
The Carter election victory 
has raised speculation here of 
possible renewed U.S. interest in 
getting increased payments to 
offset the cost of maintaining 
Am erican forces in West Ger­ 
m any and German cooperation

proliferation.

Physicians recommend ban on weight control drugs 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - Five 
physicians 
recommended 
on 
Tuesday that the government 
ban the use of amphetamines 
and similar drugs as weight-loss 
aids on grounds they are unsafe 
and ineffective. 
Three of the five told a Senate 
panel 
that

as uppers or .pep pills — Is so 
widespread that the drug should 
be prohibited altogether, even 
though they are used to treat 
overactive children and nar­ 
colepsy. 
The doctors cited: research 
Indicating amphetamines also 
may be responsible for birth 
defects.

This gave South a chance to 
m ove into high g e a r. He 
Black wooded to four and five 
notrump and went to seven 
when North showed one ace 
and two kings. Somehow or 
other he had forgotten about 
the queen of trumps when he 
hid the grand slam 
West opened his king of 


spades 
South took his ace 
and, after a brief period of 
study and silent prayer, led a 
trump to dummy's king. He 
then finessed for East's queen 
on the way back, picked it up 
and claimed his grand slam , 
since he could chuck his last 
s p a d e 
on 
t he k i n g 
of 
diamonds. 
“ What a silly bid and silly 
play,” said West. "Who ever 
heard of bidding a grand slam 
when you needed a finesse ” 
Actually, seven hearts was 
the right bid. South would 
make seven if he picked up the 
queen of trumps 
He would 
only m ake five if he didn't. 
Furtherm ore, West's jump 
overcall had indicated great 
length in spades and shortness 
somewhere else so South was 
correct in playing for a trump 
finesse rather than trying for 
a drop.

House overrides Shapp's veto 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
House voted 152-34 Tuesday to 
override Gov. Shapp's veto of a 
bill giving tax breaks to in­ 
vestors. 
salesmen 
and other 
businessmen. 
The legislation, which still 
needs an override vote in the 
Senate, applies to expense ac­ 
counts, taxes on goods sold on 
installment 
plans 
and 
stock 
dividends. 
Two-thirds votes in both the 
House and Senate are required 
to 
pass 
legislation 
over 
a 
governor's veto. 
Arguing against the override 
attempt, House Majority Leader 
K. Leroy Irvis said the bill would 
cost the state 120 million next 
year. Others said it would cost 


about half that amount. 
Businessmen presently must 
pay 
taxes 
on 
the 
profits 
reflected in the full purchase 
price of a retail item, even 
though they may not get all their 
money for several months. 


The 
new 
proposal 
would 
require that the taxes be paid as 
in sta llm en t 
paym ents 
are 
received. 
It also allows investors to pay 
tax when they sell stock, rather 
t han 
w hen 
they 
r e c e iv e 
dividends, and it lets traveling 
s a l e s m e n 
d e d u c t 
n o n ­ 
reimbursed expenses from their 
income.

in 
stopping an override attempt on 


another veto involving business 
taxes. 
House Republicans favored a 
measure to let corporations pay 
their taxes quarterly. They now 
must pay 90 per cent of their 
estimated annual taxes in ad­ 
vance, by April of each year. 


Irvis noted the $20 million hole 
created by the first override and 
said the second bill would cost 
between $57 million and $60 
million. He warned legislators 
they would be blamed for any 
.resulting tax increases next ear. 
“ In February of 1977, I’m 
going to be asking you to patch 
those holes," he said. 
The second measure got only 
SS votes.

Community relations specialist 
is investigating local problems 
A representative of the 
community relations service of 
the U.S. Department of Justice 
is investigating Pottstown to 
determine if it has a racial 
problem. 
Frank Tyler, conciliation 
specialist, is speaking to police 
and school officials to determine 
wherethe racial problems are', 
and if his agency can assist in 
solving them. 
"The function of our agency is 
basically to act as mediators 
between people where there is a 
problem,” he said. "We would 
gather the parents, students and 
police together and help them 
work out their problems. ” 
Tyler said he was called in 
after a Pottstown woman con­ 
tacted the Philadelphia Human 
Relations Commission. The 
PHRC couldn’t come into 
Pottstown, so it contacted Tyler, 
In October there was unrest at 


Pottstown High School after a 
member of the band was 
reportedly beaten following 
practice. There were scattered 
reports of skirmishes at the 
school the following day. 
Almost 90 per cent of the 
student population left the 
school following rumors of 
racial violence.

psychiatric examination before 
her sentencing in September, 
said:' ’P atricia H earst was 
returned to the MCC at 12:15 
p.m. today ... at her request," 
Garrison said Miss Hearst, 22, 
who was scheduled for a hearing 
in San Francisco Friday on 
whether she should get a new 
trial or be released on bail 
pending appeal of her con­ 
viction, left Pleasanton at 4 
a.m.

In addition to setting up 
meetings, Tyler said the agency 
also teaches the individual 
municipality to look for its own 
resources within the com­ 
munity. 
"We try to develop a 
relationship with a nearby 
college or university to allow the 
comm unity to share its 
resources,“ he said. “Another 
project 
we encourgae is a 
system of rumor control. 
“We’ve found that rumors can 
often be the biggest problem 
facing the community,'* he 
continued. “I understood that 
most of the problems Pottstown 
had recently was mostly 
because of false rumors 
spreading around the schools.” 
Tyler said his agency opens 
the lines of communication for 
the people, and often uses local 
newspapers and radio stations 
to'get the truth across.

Workers return 
to plant where 
sickness struck 


KITTANNING, Pa, (AP> — 
With their noses on alert and 
with 
some 
assurance 
from 
health 'Officiate, workers are 
returning 
to 
the 
electronic* 
plant here where dozens were 
mysteriously sickened six weeks 
ago 
“The time comes when you 
start up or close the door 
forever,” said Shalva Koleck, 
one of the 100 employes who are 
back on the job at Essex In­ 
ternational Corp. 
The plant has a total of 290 
employes, mostly women, and is 
one of the largest employers in 
this Armstrong County town, 
about 50 miles north of Pitt­ 
sburgh. 
An initial wave of stomach 
.sickness and dizziness hit em­ 
ployes Sept. 30. and about 70 of 


them 
r e c e i v e d 
hospital 
emergency 
room 
treatment. 
Another 
outbreak 
sent 
40 
workers to the hospital Oct, T, 
and the plant was closed. 
Five of the 
women 
were 
hospitalized for less than a 
week, and state health officials 
said the workers suffered no 
permanent physical damage. 
“Changes have been made, 
and 1 feel the plant is safe now," 
said Mrs. Koleelk, 'president of 
United Steelworkers Local 1529. 
“But the ones who’ve gone 
back in do notice every little, 
different odor, believe me. 
“...and I think that if even a 
small, 
minor thing happens, 
there might be a stampede out of 
there. *’ 
Employes began returning to 
the plant about two weeks ago 


following changes in the ven­ 
tilation system and agreement 
among federal, state and union 
health inspectors that they've 
sufficiently 
narrowed 
down, 
though not pinpointed, the cause 
of past nausea and dizziness. 
Cited 
as possible sources: 
solvents used in gluing and 
soldering, carbon dioxide from a 
faulty heater, or sulphuHUoxide 
from an undetermined outside 
source. 
Essex was not the only elec­ 
tronics plant where workers 
were inexplicably sickened 
Glue solvents are suspected in 
the illness that struck workers 
at another electronics plant in 
Punxtutawney, Pi., about the 
same time as the Essex out­ 
break, 
and 
similar illnesses 
were reported at a plant in 


Columbus, Ohio, and another in 
Oregon. 


The other plants were closed 
intermittently, but Essex of­ 
fic ii It 
orde red 
prod u ct ion 
halted Indefinitely at the plant 
here, which makes diodes and 
printed circuits for electronic 
garage door openers. 


Essex, ha sed in Indi ana and 
owned by the United Technology 
conglomerate, sty a that beyond 
changing the ventilation, it has 
intatled devices to monitor plant 
air,

extremes to show good faith in

Alabama and Arizona State 
finished 10-2, Ohio State was 9-2, 
Nebraska went 92-1 and people 
were saying what an awful year 
an 8-3 record was for N ^ — 
.OIDame. 
The University of Pittsburgh 
would have given its right arm , 
if universities have such things, 
for an awful record like Notre 
Dame's. Because the Panthers 
of Pittsburgh, 
whose history 
includes 
a 
national 
ch am ­ 
pionship 
in 
1937 
and 
such 
legendary coaching nam es as 
Pop W arner, .lock Sutherland 
and Clark 
Shaughnossy, 
suf­ 
fered through a 1-10 cam paign, 
the school’s worst ever unless 
you insist on counting an 0-8-1 
mark in 1903. 
Out of the Big Eight frying pan 
at Iowa State and into the fire at 
Pitt stepped Johnny 
Majors, 
taking a job turned down by 
such coaching lum inaries as 
Frank Kush of Arizona State and 
Lloyd Eaton of Wyoming. 
"How bad W tt S the situation 
here? Well, the record speaks 
for itself. It was about as low as 
it could get. There was only one 
way to go—up," Majors recalls 
with a grim ace. 
“ I never called Eaton, never 
talked to Kush. But a lot of 
things changed. Before 1 visited 
Pitt, I didn’t have any idea that I 
was going to come here. But 
based on the fact that many 
schools recruited in this area 
(W estern Pennsylvania), there 
had to be some ray of hope ” 
The Pitt football situation is 
now about as high as it can get. 
After all, when, you’re' No. .1 
there’s only one way to go— 
down, .And just four years after 
that, disastrous 1-10 season, Pitt, 
is ranked No. 1 in the n a tio n - 
above 
Southern 
Cal, 
above 


Oklahoma, above Michigan and 
Texas, 
above 
Alabama 
and 
Arizona State, above Nebraska 
and aboveNotre Dame, which 
lost to the Panthers 31-10 in the 
opening gam e of the season. 
"The turnaround was much 
faster than I expected," Majors 
sa y s. 
“ E v en 
w ith 
P itt's 
tradition, the school's academic 
b a c k g ro u n d , 
th e 
n a tio n a l 
schedule and the fact that, this is 
a. good recruiting area, I felt if 
we could win 46 per cent of our 
gam es the first three years we' 
be on the way toward having a 
good program ." 
The 
good 
program 
cam e 
quickly. In 1973, Pitt had its first 
winning season in 10 years, a 6-4- 
1 regular season record and a 
trip to the Fiesta Bowl. In 1974, it 
was 7-4. And last year brought 
another 
7-4 
record 
plus 
a 
prestigious victory over Kansas 
of the haughty Big Eight Con­ 
ference in the Sun Bowl. 
"There are several factors for 
the turna round," 
Majors ex­ 
plains, 
“ The 
adm inistration 
made a move to change things 
by 
improving 
the 
facilities, 
w hich 
w ere 
atrocious, 
by 
allowing 
redshirting, 
by 
ex­ 
p a n d in g

program . 
They 
were getting 
beat here by numbers alone. The 
seniors who had been around 
were

The 1972 rule which allowed 
freshm en to play on the varsity 
helped as Majors brought in 
m ore than 70 rookies and junior 
college transfers. “ A mixture of 
underclassm en 
and freshmen 
whose talent superseded the 
need for experience,” he says. 
“ The num bers saved us that 
first year. It's tough to build up a 
program today because of the 


annual 30-scholarship lim it." 
This might be the first story 
about Pitt football in several 
years that has managed several 
hundred words before getting 
around to Dorsett. It didn’t take 
M ajors quite that long.

TRENTON (AP) — The New 
Jersey Department of Health 
has isolated a. new virus that, 
could 'be the cause of “ legion­ 
naires' disease,’" which killed 29 
people last sum mer. The Record

A health department source 
said the discovery apparently 
was made in the last four-to-slx 
weeks, after a. culture of the 
virus was grown with a fecal 
spec!man from a New Jersey 
victim of the illness, the paper 
reported in a copyrighted story. 
The source reportedly said 
that during the last two or three 
weeks, 
baby 
mice 
in 
the 
department's laboratory here 
have been dying after being 
injected 
with a serum 
con­ 
taining the virus. 
Laboratory officials 
repor­ 
tedly 
showed, coworkers pic­ 
tures of the unnamed virus, 
taken 
through 
an 
electron 
microscope located somewhere 
other than the department's lab. 
“ There seemed to be some 
kind of agent we were coming up 
with that may have been related

Powell said Carter, resting on 
the Georgia coast until Thur­ 
sday, studied various transition

manager Hamilton Jordan on 
the makeup of a White House 
staff. 
Powell said Carter hoped to 
make 
his 
first, staff 
an­ 
nouncements within the next 
week 
and 
to 
begin 
naming 
cabinet officers later in the 
month.

has 
decided to have no single chief of 
staff in the White House. In­ 
stead, he will give equal access 
to a number of aides. 


Carter will “ touch base” with 
leaders of Congress and various 


other groups, including labor 
and farm organizations, before

ap­ 
pointments. Powell said. 
Carter is relaxing at the 1.300- 
acre Musgrove plantation on 
historic 
St. 
Simons 
Island. 
Powell said Carter would leave 
to return to Plains at 10 a.m. 
Thursday. 
Powell also said the president­ 
elect was considering holding a 
news conference next Monday. 
He said 
Carter had 
been 
watching the proceedings of the 
mayors’ conference in Chicago 
"with some interest" and had 
paid particular attention to calls 


for increased access to the 
White House, jobs in urban 
areas and comprehensive urban 
policy. 
Carter has "a great deal of 
sympathy" for the problems of 
the mayors, Powell said.
